GW ASSISTS TWO N.C. COLLEGES 

The University will assist two North 
Carolina colleges — Livingstone and 
Catawba—in strengthening their hu- 
manities programs. 

Through the provisions of the De- 
veloping College program of the 
Higher Education Act of 1965, GW 
will assist in expanding the art, speech, 
drama, music and hearing programs at 
Catawba, and the art, remedial Eng- 
lish, developmental reading and voice 
programs at Livingstone. 


HOSPITAL BEGINS IN-OUT SERVICE 

The University Hospital has joined 
the trend toward one-day services with 
an in-out surgery service for routine 
procedures not requiring hospitaliza- 
tion. 

With the new in-out service, patients 
requiring certain general, plastic, or- 
thopedic and dental surgery, cysto- 
scopies, endoscopies and elective cast 
work, may enter the Hospital at a pre- 


arranged time, be treated, and leave 
the same day. 


NEW COMPUTER AIDS PLANNING 

GW officials may now call on a new 
computer to help solve University 
problems and assist with long-range 
planning. 

The new IBM 360 computer may 
become a kind of campus oracle, re- 
calling the University’s past to plan its 
future. 

Properly programmed, it should 
spout instant answers to such trouble- 
some but common administrative prob- 
lems as how many more teachers 
should be employed or how many Eng- 
lish classrooms must be reserved at 
10 a.m. if GW admits 200 more full- 
time students. It should tell just what 
the proper enrollment should be and 
help make possible the University’s 
first four-year budget. 
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GOAL SET FOR 1966-67 SUPPORT PROGRAM 
Goals of 6,000 donors and $400,000 

have been set for the University’s 

1966-67 Annual Support Program. 

James O. Wright, LLB ’38, has been 
named to his second year as national 
chairman of the program. 

The donor and dollar targets repre- 
sent increases over 1965-66 of more 
than 1,500 contributors and nearly 
$100,000 in gifts. 

Gifts are already being received and 
credited toward the 1966-67 program, 
Mr. Wright reported. Gifts, which are 
tax deductible, may be paid in two 
years—1966 and 1967. Contributions 
may be designated for the school or 
current annual need of the donor’s 
choice. 


PROFESSOR DEVELOPS NEW LANGUAGE TEST 

A new language facility test, devel- 
oped and refined by Dr. John T. Dailey, 
director of the University’s Education 
Research Project, has been used in 
Project Head Start and other commu- 
nity programs. 

The test, which can be easily admin- 
istered and scored by any teacher, pro- 
vides a measure of a child’s language 
facility which is independent of gram- 
mar, pronunciation and information. 

Any teacher can administer the 
Dailey Language Facility Test to a stu- 
dent in 10 or 15 minutes. 

The test is presently being used to 
study the effects of Project Head Start 
in Washington, D.C., and other se- 
lected regions of the country. 


ALUMNI LEADERS MEETING HELD 
An Alumni Leaders Conference, de- 
signed to provide up-to-date informa- 
tion on the University’s plans and 
progress, was held recently at Airlie 
House, Warrenton, Va. 
Approximately 160 attended. 


TRUSTEES MERGE LAW SCHOOLS; 
REORGANIZE GRADUATE PROGRAMS 


Two administrative mergers were 
approved Oct. 20 by the Board of 
Trustees. 

One change will make the unusual 
GW administrative structure in arts 
and sciences graduate work conform 
to one more common around the 
country. 

The change will effect a merger of 
the Graduate Council, which has ad- 
ministered Ph.D. programs, and the 
graduate division of Columbian Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences, which has 
administered master’s programs. 

The resulting administrative unit, 
to be known as the Graduate School 
of Arts and Sciences, will have juris- 
diction over all programs leading to 
masters’ and doctoral degrees except 
those granted in professional schools 
such as law and medicine. 

The merger will take effect next 
July 1. 

University President Lloyd H. El- 
liott said the consolidation is “another 
step to further strengthen the Univer- 
sity’s graduate programs and is in 
accord with our long-range objec- 
tives.” 

The second reorganization merges 
the Law School and the Graduate 
School of Public Law into the Na- 
tional Law Center. 

The trustees named Robert Kramer, 
formerly dean of the Law School, as 
dean of the National Law Center. 
Robert C. Nash, Jr., formerly director 
of the GW Government Contracts 
Program, was selected as associate 
dean of the Center. 

John Cibinic, Jr., will now head the 
Government Contracts Program. 

The merger completes a reorganiza- 
tion in the Law Center which began 
early last summer. 


ANNUAL GIVING RESULTS 
FOR 1965-66 BREAK 
PREVIOUS RECORDS 


The University’s 1965-66 Annual 
Support Program closed its books on 
Aug. 31 with record-setting totals for 
both number of donors and amounts 
given. 

Four thousand, five hundred sixty- 
eight alumni and friends contributed 
$305,283 to the current needs of the 
University. 

James O. Wright, national chairman 
of the 1965-66 campaign, announced 
that the past year’s annual giving so- 
licitation exceded its goal of $300,000 
but fell short of its target of 5,000 
donors. 

The 1965-66 totals passed the 1964- 
65 highs in both donor and dollar 
categories. During the past year, 947 
more individuals and companies gave 
than in the previous campaign. An 
increase of nearly $70,000 was re- 
ported. 

“We have seen the Annual Support 
Program move in three years from the 
$100,000 level to more than $300,000 
and from 3,000 donors to more than 
4,500 contributors,” Mr. Wright said. 

Annual Support at George Washing- 
ton records the unrestricted giving of 
alumni, parents, students, faculty, 
friends and companies during the aca- 
demic year. 

Alumni giving serves as the foun- 
dation of this annual solicitation. In 
1965-66, 4,297 alumni gave $168,002. 
Individual friends and foundations con- 
tributed $77,360, while local com- 
panies and national corporations gave 
$59,921. 

Among alumni, the School of Medi- 
cine and the Law School led all other 
schools and college classifications. 
More than 1,100 graduates of the Law 
School made annual gifts during the 
Centennial Year for a total of $54,147. 
More than $55,000 was received from 
nearly 1,000 graduates of the School 
of Medicine. 

The 4,297 alumni gifts represent an 
11 per cent participation by the Uni- 
versity’s known graduates and former 
students. Nearly 1,000 of the donors 
were women. Graduates since 1960 
accounted for 961 gifts. 

“We are pleased,” Mr. Wright said, 


“with the significant progress made 
during the past year in nearly every 
category of annual support. We believe 
that the kind of generosity demon- 
strated in this Annual Support Pro- 
gram is a sign of the forward thrust of 
financial support of the University.”

Charles E. Phillips, vice chairman

Mr. Phillips received his bachelor’s 
and master’s degrees from the Law 
School in 1925 and 1926. He was ad- 
mitted to practice before the Court of 
the District of Columbia and the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

He joined the staff of the Equitable 
Life Insurance Company, Washington, 
D.C. in 1922, became assistant secre- 
tary in 1933, member of the board of 
directors in 1936, secretary-treasurer 
in 1943 and has served as president 
since 1948.

KAYSER CELEBRATES 
FIFTY YEARS’ SERVICE 
TO UNIVERSITY 


Fifty years of service to the Uni- 
versity were recognized on Sept. 19 as 
GW students, administrators, trustees, 
alumni and friends presented Dr. El- 
mer Louis Kayser with a cake and 
laurels in honor of his Golden Anni- 
versary as a professor at GW. 

The assemblage interrupted Dr. 
Kayser as he began his first class of 
the fall semester to make the presen- 
tation. Dr. Kayser, now 70, was begin- 
ning his 50th and last year of teaching. 

As a cake was brought into the 
classroom, students and friends gave 
him a standing ovation. Board Chair- 
man E. K. Morris said, “We're very 
proud of all you’ve done for us, and 
I only hope that in your history of the 
school you don’t omit that part of his- 
tory which you’ve made.” 

As University Historian, Dr. Kayser 
is presently writing a history of the

University. It is to be completed by 
GW’s 150th anniversary in 1971. 

Dr. Kayser was first appointed to 
the faculty as an instructor in history 
in 1917: Since then, he has served as 
assistant librarian, graduate manager 
of activities, registrar of the University, 
University Marshal, dean of the Divi- 
sion of University Students, director of 
the Summer School, and director of the 
School of Government. 

While serving in these varied capaci- 
ties, Dr. Kayser continued to teach 
courses in European history, national- 
ism, public speaking, and current his- 
tory. His popularity as a professor is 
mirrored by the uniformly large classes 
which he always addresses. 

Dr. Kayser has been president of 
the GWU Alumni Association and is 
a recipient of the Alumni Achieve- 
ment Award. 
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WORK PROGRESSES 
ON ADMINISTRATION 
BUILDING 


Remodeling work is underway on 
the former Westview Apartment build- 
ing (photo above) at 2121 Eye St., 
N.W., which will become the Admin- 
istration Building for the University. 

A $1,302,000 contract has been 
awarded to the Blake Construction 
Co., of Washington, for work on the 
building which is expected to be com- 
pleted by July, 1967. 

When completed, the building will 
house many of GWU’s administrative 
and faculty offices now scattered over 
the campus. The consolidation of these 
Offices into one location will allow the 
University to convert space previously 
used for offices into classrooms and 
other academically-related facilities.

FACULTY, STAFF 
BENEFITS INCREASED 
BY TRUSTEES 


The Board of Trustees on Oct. 20 
adopted a new regulation permitting 
children of faculty and staff to pursue 
undergraduate work at the University 
free of tuition beginning at the time 
the faculty or staff member is hired. 

Formerly, this benefit became avail- 
able only after the faculty member 
attained tenure or the non-academic 
staff member had been employed for 
10 years. 

The eligibility of children also con- 
tinues for the full program if the fac- 
ulty or staff member dies, or is re- 
quired to end employment because of 
disability. 

The Board also agreed to allow the 
spouse of a faculty or staff member to 
attend classes at half tuition. 

These new benefits take effect in 
February.

ACHESON DIES; 
PROFESSOR 
FOR 24 YEARS 


Dr. Edward C. Acheson, 64, an 
associate professor of finance at the 
University for 24 years, died suddenly 
on Sept. 29. 

Long considered one of the coun- 
try’s leading experts in money and 
banking, Dr. Acheson had the unusual 
talent of being able to serve his nation 
in the political sphere as well as in the 
field of education. 

He was a favorite of many students. 
With his ability to make potentially 
dry subject matter enjoyable, he moti- 
vated many superior students to seek 
careers in fiscal and diplomatic affairs. 

Since leaving the University in 1960, 
Dr. Acheson had worked privately as 
a financial adviser in Washington.
